School Board reviews low student 
scores on recent M-STEP test 


By Rosemary K. Otzman 
Independent Editor 

“This shows you We still have some work 
to do.” said Van Buren Public Schools 
Director of Instruction Jeff Moore on 
Monday after presenting a large amount 
of information to the school board on the 
disappointing student scores on the recent 
M-STEP test 

“We're below state averages right now,” 
he said, referring to the Michigan Student 
Test of Educational Progress (M-STEP). 


Director Moore said these test results are 
just a snapshot of information. 

“We want to be honest about this 
information and use the numbers for what 
they are,” Moore said. 

Moore showed the correlation between 
poverty and proficiency levels for all the 
schools in Wayne County and noted despite 
the high number of students taking free and 
reduced lunches in the Van Buren Public 
Schools, "We're still underperforming”
